A GOOD GUIDE FOR CONGRESS 


LAST TRIBUTE TO A SENATOR 


‘The body of Senator Taft was carried 
by an honor guard from the Capitol 
after a state funeral. In his eulogy 
Senator Br icker said, “When o 
vinced of the rightness of a cause,

In the 83rd Congress, Robert Taft was a mighty useful and a unifying 
force—loyal to the Eisenhower administration, cooperative with the 
Democratic opposition and reassuring to the Republican irreconcila- 
bles. The loss of any leader, particularly one as skillful as Senator 
Taft, is a grievous blow. 

There is, however, much wishful thinking in the speculations as 
to what will happen to the Republicans now. Senator Taft set an ex- 
cellent course, and, following his lead, his fellow senators accom- 
plished much of their most useful work in his absence. Since his death 
the Republicans have confirmed Senator Taft's personal choice for his 
successor, Senator Knowland, as their leader. Yet, on the whole, the 
Republicans have no reason to take great satisfaction in the record of 
the 83rd Congress up to its adjournment—it procrastinated, it wasted 
time in interminable investigation and in the end it did only those 
things which absolutely had to be done. 

In his report to the nation last week the President spoke of difficul- 
ties encountered when a party takes over after 20 years of opposition. 
The difficulties are compounded when a President is elected by the 
greatest of majorities but his party controls Congress by the slimmest 
of margins. They are still further compounded when some of that 
party’s rank and file find it difficult to alter the stiff-necked old habits 
of opposition. 

There are no end of excuses. A great many individual Republicans 
undoubtedly found the session frustrating. Nothing could be more 
exasperating, for example, than the present stubborn facts of national 
finance. Up to now many Republicans have felt they have been paying 
all of the penalties and enjoying none of the pleasures of power. 

Obviously it isn’t easy—as the President said—to change all this. 
The Administration has not only to pay the old bills of the previous 
regime but also has to liquidate its outworn policies. This is most 
true of foreign policy where the Korean truce, the upheaval in the sat- 
ellites and the break in the Soviet oligarchy all call for new decisions 
and new policies. In the adjournment of Congress the President is 
given a breather—and opportunity to reconstruct his policies. 

The adjournment gives individual congressmen an opportunity to 
reassess their attitudes and opinions. Next year the Republicans seek- 
ing re-election will not be running against the Truman administration 
but on the record of the Eisenhower administration. The example of 
loyal cooperation set by Taft is one recommended to his successors. 
He understood the difference between the rubber stamp of blind parti- 
san loyalty and well-considered assent to a constructive program. 


CHARITY VAUNTETH NOT ITSELF 


TV giveaway programs based on alleged philanthropy (Strike It Rich, 
Place the Face, etc.) have sunk about as low as it is possible to sink 
—although, when we say this, we hope we're not speaking rashly. 

Last week on Strike It Rich we watched a girl of Mexican-Navaho 
parentage, who owns a gift shop in Washington, competing. She was 
behind two months’ rent and in danger of losing the shop: in telling 
about it she began to cry, and in instant sympathy the camera moved 
in for a close-up. It stayed there while she sobbed out correctly 
whether a lemur was an air or land animal, President Cleveland’s first 
name, and the name of the tune Speak To Me of Love. When she 
learned that she had won $165, plus another $100 that a dairy presi- 
dent promised over the phone, she kissed the announcer’s hand. 
There were tears all down our shirt front: we felt sorry for the pro- 
prietor, all right, but far sorrier for U.S. civilization. 

Defenders of giveaway shows are loud in praise of the charity 
bestowed. Is it true charity? “Charity vaunteth not itself, is not 
puffed up,” says the Bible. If a roller skate manufacturer is moved 
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by the plight of a paraplegic, why doesn’t he buy him a wheelchair, 
instead of smothering him with brand-name roller skates? 

There is also the question of taste. Two recent examples of “con- 
frontation,” a new giveaway refinement, strike us as about as far 
south as anybody has gone in mass entertainment, if that is the word 
for it. In one, an elderly couple was confronted with a young couple 
that had been paying them a small sum each week for injuries in an 
auto accident. The program, Place the Face, bailed the young couple 
out on the last $500 of their debt, while our TV public had a mass 
snivel for itself. In the other show a would-be suicide was confronted 
with the man who rescued him, Obviously the next step is to con- 
front a convicted murderer with the dug-up corpse of his victim: the 
$500 could be split between the executioner and the exhumers. 

In 1949 the Federal Communications Commission banned give- 
away shows on the grounds that they were lotteries, but this year 
in New York a U.S. district court ruled that they were not lot- 
teries. Can’t the FCC think up better grounds for another ban?

ITS FABULOUS ART COLLECTION 
IS THE WORLD’S MOST FAMOUS 


To the millions of tourists and art lovers who have tramped 
through the Louvre, and to the millions more who have only 
heard about it, the great institution in Paris is the most fa- 
mous and fabulous museum in the world. The mere fact that 
it owns the two best-known works of art, the Mona Lis 
Venus de Milo, is reason enough for its wi 
to this its full complement of superlatives— tin gallery 
space, richest in value of art, one of the oldest in date of 
buildings—and the Louvre ily walks away with its title 
of world’s top museum, 

Drawn as much by its fame as by its art, up to 7,000 visi. 
tors a day pour into the Louvre. The collection they see num- 
bers 275,000 works, of which 5,000 are paintings covering 
almost every period and nationality and representing the 
greatest masters in impressive quantities—16 Titians, 54 Ru- 
benses, 21 Manets. In addition the museum owns some of 
the finest examples of antique and Oriental art, world-famous 
jewels like the 137-karat Regent diamond, royal relics of 
France from the spurs of Charlemagne to the crown of Na- 
poleon and assorted oddities ranging from Corot’s woolen 
bonnet to Napoleon III’s top hat. 

Big as the Louvre is—it covers and encloses 49 acres—it is 
still not big enough for its vast collection, part of which must 
be stored in its basement or farmed out to subsidiary mu- 
seums. But the great highlights of the Louvre are on perma- 
nent display and this summer they are being shown in newly 
organized and redecorated rooms. But though the galleries 
have been refurbished, the trip through them is still long and 
arduous. Just to hit the highspots, a tourist must descend 
some stairs and walk down a long hall to reach the Venus de 
Milo. He must go back through a gallery and up two flights of 
stairs to the Victory of Samothrace. Then he must climb more 
stairs, trudge through three rooms and halfway down the 
Grand Gallery to the Mona Lisa. And then, if he has any life 
left in his legs, he can strike out in any direction for a tour 
through eight miles of galleries and 5,000 years of world art.

LOUVRE continueo 


MUSEUM HAS SURVIVED SEVEN CENTURIES 
OF WARS, WEDDINGS, FIRES AND FROLICS 


AROUND 1415 an artist adorned the Duke de

IN 1785 courtiers attended a show of paint- 
ings which crammed walls of the Salon Carré, 


The air of quiet order and propriety that invests the Louvre 
today gives no hint of the tumult of events that enlivened its 
halls for 700 years. Even its name has a sound of dignity that 
conceals its probable derivation from loup, the French word for 
wolf, indicating that the site was once the scene of medieval 
wolf-hunting. Although it has been a public museum officially 
for only 150 years, the Louvre became a headquarters of French 
history and a treasure 
house of art from the 
moment it was built in 
the late 12th Century. 
Designed as a fortress, 
it was a repository for 
the finest possessions 
and the foremost pris- 
oners of the king. 

In the 14th Centu- 
ry, King Charles V de- 
cided to turn the for- 
tress into a royal resi- 
dence. Hiring a battal- 
ion of architects, ma- 
sons and decorators, 
he transformed the fortress into a storybook castle of spires and 
turrets, with terraces, trellised gardens and a menagerie. Here 
he assembled his collection of jewels, gold chalices, enamels 
and a remarkable library of illuminated manuscripts. These 
valuable items vanished from the Louvre in 1415 when the Eng- 
lish, after their victory at the Battle of Agincourt, occupied 
Paris and plundered the palace. By the time Francis I came 
to the throne in 1515 
the Louvre had fallen 
into decay and he or- 
dered much of it torn 
down. Parisians were 
sorry to see the for- 
tress-castle go. “What 
a pity,” one wrote. “It 
was very beautiful, 
high and strong and 
well suited to impris- 
on men of great re- 
uown.” But Francis, 
a man of discerning 
taste and insatiable in- 
terests, was one of the 
Louvre’s great builders. He commissioned leading architects to 
construct a new Louvre and he accumulated art works which 
became the nucleus of the museum’s great collection. Four 
Leonardos, including the Mona Lisa, and six Raphaels are 
among the prized works which came down to the Louvre from 
the art-loving king. 

In the years that followed, the Louvre was the setting for 

balls, banquets, mar- 
riages and massacres. 
There, in the year 
1558, Mary Stuart, fu- 
ture Queen of Scots, 
was wed to the Dau- 
phin. On St. Barthol- 
omew’s Day in 1572, 
during the massacre 
of the Huguenots, vie- 
tims trying to escape 


floors. Under Henry IV, around 1600, the Louvre swarmed with 
activity. In the now famous Grand Gallery, which took 13 years 
to build, gala banquets were held, Below the gallery were housed 
the Gobelin tapestry workshops, along with hundreds of art- 
ists and craftsmen who were given free quarters. 

When Louis XIV came to the throne, he concentrated on 
building the Louvre’s art collection but abandoned the palace 
itself to the Parisians, 
who quickly moved 
in, setting up shops, 
stalls and hovels in 
the courtyard and un- 
finished wings. The 
nobility took over the 
royal apartments, re- 
modeling them to suit 
their whims by ripping 
out wood panels, de- 
facing the ceilings and 
opening up skylights 
in the roof. Soon the 
Louvre became a place 
of infamy where crim- 
inals found refuge and prostitutes carried on a brisk trade. 
These conditions continued until after the Revolution when 
officials of the new republic took over the palace and declared it 
a public muscum. Augmented by treasures that had been con- 
fiseated from nobility, churches and monasteries, the Louvre’s 
collection was soon vastly enriched by the conquests of Napo- 
leon who in 1797 wrote that he had “made a good harvest... of 
all that is beautiful in 
Italy,” and who con- 
tinued to reap every- 
thing of value in his 
path through Europe. 
While enriching the 
Louvre, Napoleon also 
used it for state cele- 
brations, kept a pri- 
vate suite there and 
turned one of the halls 
into a riding ring. Aft- 
er Waterloo, however, 
the emperor lost his 
suite and the Louvre 
lost some 4,000 items 
of loot which the Allies restored to their homelands. But it 
still kept much of the captured art. 

The turbulent years that followed brought little change to the 
Louvre until the Franco-Prussian War in 1870, when the Grand 
Gallery was turned into a gun factory. Next year part of the 
Louvre was burned during riots over the establishment of the 
Commune. But its possessions, now greatly expanded through 
donations and archae- 
ological expeditions, 
were saved. Since that 
time, the Louvre has 
enjoyed comparative 
peace, broken only by 
the world wars when 
the collection was sent 
into hiding around the 
countryside in a mass 
dispersal that, for a

One of these was preserved in a church 
in Pisa where the artist had spent his last years creating mosaics for 
another church, When Napoleon invaded Italy, he claimed the paint- 
ing as a prize of war and in 1799 sent it off with other booty to the Louvre.

On and behind the scenes at the Louvre, a staff of more than 300 work- 


ers is kept busy caring for the 140 exhibition rooms and their assorted 
collections of art. Every morning before the museum opens, all the 
miles of floors have to be swept. Statues have to be gone over regu- 


larly with a vacuum cleaner. Four restorers keep close serutiny on the 
which they inspect with ultra-violet and X-ray 
machines, Five repair and check the 24,000 works of 
Greek and Roman sculpture. The electrical system, powerful enough 
to light a city of 30,000 people, is tended by eight men, who spend 
spare moments working out new spotlighting tricks for Venus de Milo 
or the Victory of Samothrace.

HE last time I toured Europe it cost the 

government approximately $28,411, a fig- 
ure I arrived at by dividing 50 billion by 
the number of men under arms.

got into trouble trying to read the taxi meter and figure out the 
mess of pence, ha'pence, thrupence, shillings and half-crowns in 
my hand. The sponsors of my wartime tour had not seen fit to route 
me through England and these money mysteries were new to me. 

“If you'll allow me, sir,” said the cabbie, and he started picking 
the fare out of my hand. In any other country, including my.own, 
I'd have expected to lose not only the money but my forearm as 
well. But after the display with the cops and the truck driver at 
the airport, and after the ride to London, where this fellow hadn’t 
used his horn once in the thickest of traffic, I would have trusted 
a London cab driver with life itself. He took a few coins, I added a 
modest tip, and he thanked me so graciously that I wished I had 
back all the quarters I’ve plunked into the outstretched palms of 
Mr, Checker’s and Mr. Yellow’s hirelings over the years. I didn’t 


stay in London long enough to find out if all cabbies are like that. 
I would like'to think so. 

When I had inspected my room in Smith’s, I went to the desk 
and asked if I could change to one with bath, Here I got my first 
taste of what Mr. Stephen Potter, an Englishman, éalls Lifeman- 
ship in his many books devoted to teaching the delicate art of put- 
ting a man on the defensive. It is done with tonal shadings and 
facial expressions as well as with words. All the clerk in the white 
tie at the desk said, after a long pause and a lifted brow, was this: 

“Sorry, sir. Nothing like that available at the moment. We are 
not a new hotel.” 

Somehow, he made a virtue of no bathrooms. He conveyed to 
me that rooms with private baths are where the nouveaux riches go, 
where Americans go. A proper gentleman in a proper old hotel does 
not get soiled. I slunk upstairs to the public bath, which was de- 
murely hidden in a garret, and added one more ring to those left 
in the tub by previous users who would no more have deigned to 
note their rings than to have needed the wash in the first place. 
Happily, the tub was deep. It had only a foot of headroom under 
the slanting attic ceiling. The British have claimed we Americans 
think only of our plumbing. I confess I thought a lot about it at 
Smith’s. 

Like a good tourist, hunting the native in his lair, I went look- 
ing for a pub. Ina place called The Horse and Waggon was a, proper 
type, with bowler and umbrella, ordering half-and-half at the bar. 
Wishing to be companionable and to learn all about England and 
its ways, I ordered half-and-half, and sought to open conversation 
immediately. 

Half-and-half turned out to be half beer and half brew, and my 
friend at the bar ignored my opening remark about the weath- 
er being cold for late June. He buried his face in one of 
those lurid London newspapers which may be responsible for the 
city’s general good manners by providing the ugliness in men’s 
souls with a regular printed escape valve. There were three head- 
lines: FOUL WEATHER SUSPECTED DUE U.S. ATOM BOMBS; WHAT WILL 
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Mecarray po Wi and SURRENDER, 
connection with a fugitive rapist. 

Hurt by the rebuff and not caring for the warm brew, I ordered 
whisky and found out too late the man with the paper had been 
just waiting for a gambit, or ploy, as Potter calls it. 

"T suppose you'll be wanting ice with that,” he said. 

I started to answer yes, and add that I just took a bath in 30 
gallons of hot water and liked white sidewall tires, but checked 
myself in time. No use playing into his hands.

Any step I took 
would be a stumble. I could only wince. Now he gazed at me with 
deep sorrow. Chap like McCarthy on the loose, these Americans 
have to watch their tongues every minute. Pity. Promising young 
country for a while too. 

I pointed to the atom bomb headline. 

“Hogwash,” I said. 

“Beg pardon?” 

“They've disproved that stuff about the weather,” I said. 

“Fine. Good show.” 

Back at the hotel I ran into Mr. and Mrs. George Bottle, from 
Texas, and their 18-year-old daughter, Barbara. I kept crossing 
their paths all over Europe. All the names in this piece, by the 
way, are fictional, even if I can’t say as much for their owners. The 
Bottles had come to Smith’s, as I had, to escape other Americans. 
It turned out at least half of the registered guests were in the same 
category. The secret of the hotel’s success seemed to be in letting 
all the Americans see as little of each other as possible. 

George Bottle was furious because the bar had just closed. 

“T haven’t had a drink since I got to this town,” he said. “Wife 
here has me out from early morning till 2 o'clock going through 
places like the Tower of London. We get finished and the pubs are 
Hosed., ‘Ske makea me drive her ontts the country to look atone 
of these stately homes where the Earl of Ballywax is paying his in- 
come tax by collecting admissions at the door, and by the time we 
eat and get back the pubs are closed again.”

In a taxi which used the famous Paris projectile system (the 
vehicle is not steered, it is aimed), I followed the tourist trail to 
Pigalle. I was looking for a bit of wickedness. There are better 
shows on South State Street in Chicago, and on South State you 
can refresh yourself with salted peanuts at a dime a bag instead of 
flat “champagne” at $10 per bottle. Pigalle makes you feel like a 
frustrated Peeping Tom. 

In a nightclub in Montmartre I heard a spirited conversation 
in English between a local inebriate and an American. The French- 
man started it. 

“How can you live in a country which has no soul?” 
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“How can you live ina city full of money grubbers and boors?” 

“Aha, you are wrong; it is the American who thinks of money.” 

“The American may think about it but the Frenchman gets it. 

“Your government is trying to buy my loyalty with dollars.” 

“Haw! You should talk; you haven't got a government.” 

Taking an empty bottle by the neck and expecting momentarily 
to have to help my embattled countryman in the inevitable riot, 
I thought what a pity it is that they force you to be a chauvin- 
ist even if it isnt your nature. Then the opponents ordered a 
full bottle to lubricate their wits for the next bout, and I left the 
place. 

Like every pilgrim to this crowded mecca of the American tour- 
ist, I carried a confidential address, given me by a well-traveled 
friend, of the “greatest little restaurant in the world. One of the 
rare bits of the real Paris left. Only a few tables, and the service is 
very slow, because M. Parégorique, the owner, won't hire waiters 
and alw ys running out to the kitchen to check the eel-peeling 
and sauce-making.

Sure enough, the restaurant was on a picturesque little street 
in a hidden part of Paris, as promised. The only trouble was that 
my taxi couldn’t get near the place because the street was choked 
with Buicks, Lincolns, Cadillacs, Chevrolets and Dodges. And the 
service was slow, all right, not because M. Parégorique didn’t have 
waiters but because the place was jammed to the rafters with U.S. 
citizens, mostly occupying themselves with glaring at each new 
compatriot’ arrival, Art Buchwald, the Paris columnist, calls this 

‘Americans’ inhumanity to Americans,” and points out that the 
anby people inv Parte wits treat us worse than dive arlétans doar 
ourselves. 

M. Parégorique’s food tasted all right. The bill for soup, meat, 
bread, half-bottle of wine and coffee was just under 5,000 francs 
—about $1. 

Outside, near the Sacré-Coeur, the great church on the hill 
which commands a fine view of all Paris, an elderly American cou- 
ple, who looked as if this trip might be a celebration of their 30th 
or 40th anniversary, stood by a railing, close together. 

“The most beautiful city in the world,” he was saying, 

“Where did you park the car, dear?” she said.
